The Health Commissioner of Chica­ 
go says that his is a rut-infested city, 
in u communication to the public he 
expresses pleasure at the arrival in the 
oitgr of a noted expert in rut extermin­ 
ation asks the people to assist this man 
in his work.

Are we 
therefore going to kill boys, too? And 
as for killing tbe rats: 
All living things were created by 
a SUpreme Intelligence. 
And must we 
step in and kill what this Intelligence 
has created? 
This rat 
expert, 
this 
murderer, with his plans for killing 
millions of rats, has come to Chicago 
with murder in his heart. He is selfish; 
he wants to live and save corn and 
wheat at the expense of the lives of 
these little animals. A fight to the 
death is all rig h t; but it is ha tally 
sportsmanlike for a man with all his 
knowledge to organize a ж-heme which 
would allow no rat to escape witli its 
life. 
Why not lire and let live?
